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A. INTRODUCTION 


For the eighth year in succession, the Council is able to report a period of 
expansion and financial stability. The step of the greatest immediate importance 
was perhaps the decision to acquire a seventy-seven-year lease of 3 Belgrave 
Square, London, for use as headquarters of the Association. This was made 
possible by the generous response of members to an appeal for financial contri- 
butions towards the initial outlay, by a substantial Government grant from the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial Research, and by the careful building 
up of a small reserve fund during the preceding fiye years. Besides representing 
a capital asset of some £ 50,000, the new premises should enable Aslib to set in 
motion plans which have been held up tor some years because of lack of suitable 
accommodation. 

Other developments which give some indication of the probable directions 
in which further expansion will take place during the next few years included 
the organization of several new short courses such as those on advanced 
classification, the handling of Russian and other East European literature, and 
the treatment of periodicals; a series of conferences on matters of topical 
interest such as library services in technical colleges, atomic energy information, 
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the preservation of business records, and modern trends in subject classification; 
and the formulation of plans for research into various aspects of librarianship 
and information work. In connection with the latter, a grant of [10,000 was 
received from the United States National Science Foundation to finance a 
two-year research@project into the efficiency of certain selected indexing systems. 
In addition, Aslib had the privilege of working with the Royal Society in 
co-ordinating British participation in a large-scale international conference on 
scientific information to be held in Washington in November 1958. Meanwhile, 
the support enjoyed by Aslib both at home and abroad continued to grow, the 
membership increasing to 2,254 compared with 2,095 a year earlier. Aslib can, 
therefore, approach with confidence in its new home the many opportunities 
which undoubtedly exist for still greater service to its members. 


B. PREMISES 


In its last Annual Report the Council notified its decision to acquire larger 
premises in South Kensington. For reasons outside Aslib’s control, the ñego- 
tiations for this property broke down during 1957, but almost immediately a 
suitable property in Belgrave Square became available and subsequent nego- 
tiations for the purchase of a seventy-seven-year, lease from the Grosvenor 
Estate were successful, the price being £46,000. The D.S.LR. agreed, in 
response to an application by the Council, to make a special grant towards the 
cost of the new building of £16,000 provided members of Aslib contributed at 
least £20,000. Provision was also made for this grant to increase to a maximum 
of £19,000 provided members contributed at least £23,000. It was expected 
that the total of donations and grant, together with Aslib’s reserves of £7,000, 
would cover the cost of the lease and incidental fees and minor structural 
alterations. By the end of the year donations had been promised from members 
amounting to £21,500. This was sufficient to earn a grant of £17,500 which, 
with reserves, meant that the bare cost of the lease had already been assured. 
The Council wishes to express its gratitude to those companies, institutions, and 
individual members whose generosity made possible the acquisition of a 
property which will, undoubtedly, add greatly to Aslib’s efficiency and prestige. 

A number of tentative plans were developed during the year for expanding 
Aslib’s services in the new premises. They included, in particular, the recruit- 
ment of a research section, the establishment of an exhibition of equipment 
suitable for library and information work, and development of the Aslib library 
so that, in addition to fulfilling its function as a library, it could also serve as a 
laboratory for testing and demonstrating library equipment and processes. Itis 
hoped, accordingly, that thjs extension of Aslib’s work, combined with the 
greater accessibility of the new headquarters, will encourage more members to 
visit Aslib for the purpose of using the library stocks, inspecting and comparing 
items of library equipment and discussing professional problems with the library 
and research staff. 


C. FINANCE: 


The accounts for the year again reveal a sound financial position, with a surplus 
of income over expenditure of £1,823. This is less than the previous year’s 
surplus of £3,225, but it was not unexpected. It was known, for example, that 
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expenditure on salaries would be considerably greater and that the Government 
grant would remain the same as in the previous year since the maximum for the 
quinquennium had already been reached. 

Salaries, in fact, rose from £1 3,703 to £16,202. This partly reflects, for the 
first time in a full year, the revision of staff salaries which took place in 1956, 
but partly also the cost of additional secretarial services in connection with the 
building fund appeal. Expenditure on rent and general expenses increased by 
£361, mostly as a result of increases in telephone and postal charges, but partly 
also because of a logical increase in activity from an expanding membership. 

Printing costs rose substantially, in the case of the Journal of Documentation 
from {910 to £1,223 and in the case of Aslib Proceedings from £1,657 to £2,143, 
the former figure representing the cost in 1956 of printing sib Proceedings and 
Aslib Information. In the case of Aslib Proceedings, the overall increase of approx- 
imately £500 should be reduced by approximately {200 representing increased 
advertisement revenue consequent upon the change over to monthly from 
quarterly publication. In addition, the contents of both the Journal of Documen- 
tation and Ashb Proceedings were larger than in the previous year, so that the 
actual rise in printing charges was a good deal less than would at first appear. 
It will be noted that income from the sales of periodicals increased substantially 
and that the Handbook of Special Librarianship and Information Work, which 
earned {900 during the year, continued to enjoy a steady sale. Because of late 
publication, the Year Book earned only £282 before the end of the year and 
although sales will doubtless continue during 1958, receipts at the present sale 
price can scarcely equal the printing cost of £772. 

For the first time in many years, receipts from the Document Reproduction 
service declined, income being £3,906 compared with £4,319 in 1956. This 
was the result of limitations placed on its work by one large overseas user. At 
the same time, costs rose from £1,844 to £1,999. 

It will be noted that, even with an Annual Conference fee of eight guineas, a 
loss of £139 was incurred, though losses on conference activities were largely 
offset by a surplus on the extended programme of short courses. 

Subscription income again increased satisfactorily from £13,777 to £15,214, 
though the D.S.LR. grant, which is related to subscriptions received from 
members in the United Kingdom, remained stationary at £7,000 as in 1956. This 
was because the maximum amount of subscription income which could earn 
grant during the present quinquennium had already been reached at that early 
date. The present quinquennium ends in December 1958 and new terms of 
grant are to be sought during 19 58. The Consultant Service earned a welcome 
income of £724. © 


D. MEMBERSHIP 


A further substantial increase took place in the membership during the year, 
bringing the total number of members to 2,254, compared with 2,095 at the 
end of 1956. Particularly gratifying, in view of Circular 322 Libraries in Technical 
Colleges issued by the Ministry of Education, was the enrolment of twenty-six 
technical colleges bringing the total to sixty-four. As in previous years, indus- 
trial and commercial firms formed the largest single category with a total of 
831 compared with 753 at the end of 1956. 
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The following table shows the number of members in each category, overseas 
members, which are included in the totals, being shown in brackets.

E. CONFERENCES and MEETINGS 


The Annual Conference was again held in the early summer, 20th-22nd May, 
‘but for the first time it took place in mid-week and at the Grand Hotel, Scar- 
borough. 260 persons attended, approximately the same as at previous week-end 
conferences. A list of the papers presented, as well as of those presented at 
other conferences during the year, appears as an appendix to this report. In 
addition to the formal papers, the conference programme included the Annual 
General Meeting, which was arranged for this time in order to permit as many 
members as possible to participate in the discussion on the proposed Register 
of Information Officers; reference to this discussion is made elsewhere in this 
report. 

Three special conferences were seaeniedi in London and attracted substantial 
audiences. On the 27th March, a conference on the Preservation of Business 
Records was organized in collaboration with the British Institute of Manage- 
ment, the British Records Association, the Business Archives Council, the 
Chartered Institute of Secretaries, the National Union of Manufacturers, the 
Office Management Association, the Society of Archivists, and the City of 
Westminster Public Libraries. The intention was to give publicity among the 
heads of business houses to the potential value of many of their records to the 
community as sources of information. It was hoped that this conference would 
prepare the way for a further meeting in 1958 to deal with the more practical 
problems involved in the preservation of such records. A conference on the 
3rd April on the Availability of Atomic Energy Information brought together 
representatives of industry and of the United Kingdom Atomic Energy Author- 
ity. Over a hundred persons attended the conference, which enabled industrial 
librarians and information officers to explain to the Authority some of their 
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difficulties and problems in obtaining and handling atomic energy information, 
and also enabled representatives of the Authority to outline the type of infor- 
mation that was freely available and the means whereby it could be obtained. 

As a contribution to the development of public policies in ¢echnical education, 
a conference on Library Services in echnical Colleges was held on the 30th ' 
Octcber. Its purpose was to bring together principals of technical colleges, 
chairmen and chief education officers of local education authorities, and repre- 
sentatives of industry and of the Ministry of Education to discuss some of the 
matters referred to in Ministry of Education Circulars 322 and 323. This 
conference was attended by nearly three hundred persons and was opened by 
Sir Edward Boyle, Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of Education. The 
conference, and particularly the paper entitled ‘Libraries: a liberal element in 
technical education’ by the Earl of Verulam, was regarded bv those present as a 
major landmark in the history of technical college libraries. 

As in previous years, a series of evening lectures was held in London at the 
Royal Society of Arts. The titles of papers presented are listed in Appendix IV. 

Reference to an International Study Conference on Classification for Infor- 
mation Retrieval, organized by Aslib as the British member of the International 
Federation for Documentation, is made in the International Relations Section 
of this report. 


F. EDUCATION 


As announced a year ago, the Council decided to give an opportunity at the 
Annual General Meeting in 1957 for a full discussion of proposals which had 
been put forward for the establishment of a Register of Information Officers. 
Admission to the Register had been visualized as a basic qualification in infor- 
mation work. In the discussion which took place at Scarborough it became 
clear that there was little support for the proposed qualification, at least within 
the structure of Aslib, and it was accordingly decided to leave the matter in 
abeyance. 

During the year, the programme of Aslib courses was revised and expanded. 
The now traditional senior and junior introductory courses were modified to 
form introductions to information work at graduate and sub-professional level 
respectively. The Senior Course, held 8th-12th April, consisted of ten lectures 
and four visits and was attended by twenty-three students. In the Junior Course, 
held 23rd—25th September, all the lectures were given by a single lecturer, Mr 
R.L.Collison, F.L.A., except for one on professional study and training by 
Mr J.Bird, M.A., F.L.A., Librarian of Aslib. Four visits were included in the 
timetable. The course was so successful that it was repeated 18th-zoth Novem- 
ber, total attendance at the two courses being sixty-four. An advanced dis- 
cussion group was held on 19th and zoth February, without restrictions as to 
numbers, and sixty-two persons took part. The four lectures and discussion 
periods were devoted to modern developments in near-print, mechanical 
translation, document reproduction and audiovisual materials. 

Several new courses were held. A one-day course on the acquisition, handling, 
and exploitation of periodicals was given on 21st November by Mr D.R. 
Jamieson, F.L.A., and included a demonstration of visible index equipment. 
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Thirty-two students attended. Increasing in-erest in modern ideas on informa- 
tion retrieval led to the organization of a course on advanced classification and 
indexing. For the thirty places allocated, =here were fifty applicants. This 
course was given, eoth-18th December, by Mr J.Mills, F.L.A. Because of the 
growing importance of Russian literature, a course on handling Soviet and 
East European material was held in the Spriag. This consisted ofseven evening 
lectures and visits to see material at the Science Museum and Patent Office 
Libraries. The lectures were devoted to language identification, transliteration 
of languages using the Cyrillic alphabet, dictionaries and bibliographies, 
publishing methods, and acquisition of literature. The lecturer was Mr Anthony 
Thompson, M.A., F.L.A., and the course was so successful that it was repeated 
later in the yeat. For this, also, applications had to be refused. 

The fact that for all these courses more a>plications were received than the 
number of places allocated indicates a continuing need for specialized courses 
of the kind pioneered by Aslib, and it is hoped to make increasing provisiorm for 
them in the new headquarters. 


G. INFORMATION SERVICE 


As the following table shows, the demand fom members for help in obtaining 
information and in checking and borrowirg material continued to increase. 
There was also a noticeable trend towards inquiries of a more complex and 
specialized nature.

Commonwealth Translations Index 


During the year 4,077 translations were added to the Index which now 
contains about 29,000. Checks against the ` ndex dropped slightly from 4,559 
to 3,837, but 368 of these were successful A locating a translation, compared 
with 326 in the previous year. This represents a rise from 7.1 per cent to 9.6 
per cent. Details of Commonwealth translations were included for the first time 
in Translation Monthly issued by the United £tates Special Libraries Association 
and, in consequence, seventy-five inquiries, or 115 translations, were received 
from the U.S.A. 


THE WORK OF ASLIB 


Document Reproduction Service 


The 6,770 orders received for photocopies and microfilms, though fewer than 
in 1956, reflects an increase in the number of users of this service. The decrease 
in the number of orders received resulted from a reduttion made by one 
overseas agency which had hitherto used Aslib as virtually its sole source of 
supply. During the year, 6,942 orders were completed, the balance of 172 over 
the number received representing orders received in 1956 and completed 
during the first weeks of 1957. 


Registers of Specialist Translators and Indexers 


As the number of new, translators registered in the previous year had been 
unusually high and some were receiving very few commissions, a check was 
made on new admissions and only translators covering subjects or languages 
not already adequately covered were accepted. As a result of this and of 
judicious weeding, the number of translators registered was reduced to 175 
without leaving any serious gaps in coverage. The number of introductions 
rose to 327 from 284 in 1956. Possibly because of the foundation of a new 
Society of Indexers, interest in the Register of Indexers was low and only seven 
recommendations were made compared with fourteen in 1956. 


H. LIBRARY 


Additions to the library stock, in all categories of material other than reports, 
were greater than in the previous year, and loans from the library increased by 
8 per cent to 2,301. The following table gives details.

Tentative plans were made for increasing the usefulness of the library to 
members when the new premises in Belgrave Square have been occupied. It is 
intended to provide accommodation for readers. In addition, it is hoped to 
develop the library as an instrument of research into techniques and items of 
equipment. Certain library procedures will’be carried out in parallel, so that 
members can compare their effectiveness under stable conditions. Various 
models of some items of equipment will be available for purposes of test, 
demonstration and comparison and it is hoped, also, to install a permanent 
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exhibition of equipment which is considered suitable for use in special libraries 
and information departments. Such developments should encourage greater 
personal use of the library by members and the accessibility and amenities of the 
new headquarters will doubtless assist this trend. 


I. RESEARCH in LIBRARY and INFORMATION WORK 


Over a period of years, much thought has been given within Aslib to those 
aspects of library and information work into which research is desirable and it 
has become clear that the scope for original research is considerable. This 
reflects a trend already evident in the U.S.A., U.S.S.R. and, to a lesser extent, 
one or two countries of Western Europe. A Research Committee was accord- 
ingly established by the Council to examine the field and to make recommenda- 
tions for action. A list of research projects, not in any order of priority, is 
included as an appendix to this report. It does not claim to present an agreed 
programme of research, but merely to illustrate the type of research work which 
it is felt could be usefully undertaken by Aslib during the next five or six vears. 

Each of these projects will, of course, require to be considered carefully and 
in detail before action is taken on them. The Council has it in mind, however, 
to create, at an early date, a small research unit to work out plans in greater 
detail and subsequently to undertake the work. Meanwhile, Aslib was invited 
during 1957 by the National Science Foundation of the United States of Ámerica 
to conduct a specific research project into the comparative efficiency of certain 
subject indexing systems. A grant of £10,000, spread over two years, was 
offered and accepted and the Principal of the College of Aeronautics, Cranfield, 
generously agreed that the project could be conducted at the College under the 
direction of Mr C.W.Cleverdon, the Librarian. Approximately 20,000 aero- 
nautical research reports are to be indexed under controlled conditions by the 
Universal Decimal Classification, a faceted classification and a co-ordinate 
indexing scheme. Tests will then be applied to ascertain the relative efficiency 
of these systems in producing rapid and comprehensive answets to inquiries 
under various sets of circumstances. It is hoped, by means of these tests, to 
produce some evidence on which libraries and information departments may be 
able to determine their choice of indexing system. 


J. CONSULTANT SERVICE 


Because of preoccupation with plans for the move into larger premises, no 
- special efforts were made to extend the Consultant Service. Nevertheless, work 
was undertaken for three orfanizations, one task being the formulation of a 
new scheme of classification for a company with a comparatively narrow field 
of interest, another involving advice on the selection of material for new 
libraries. Receipts from these commissions totalled £724. 


K. PUBLICATIONS 


The Select List of Standard British Scientific and Technical Books, based on entries 
published in the Askb Book-List, reached its 5th edition. Edited by L.J. 
Anthony, it contains over 1,200 entries and aims to help librarians to assemble 
a representative collection of British books on science and technology, and to 
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guide specialists to a knowledge of standard British books in subject fields 
other than their own. Volume 4 (1953-54) of the Index to Theses accepted for 
higher degrees in the Universities of Great Britain and Ireland appeared in 
September and proofs of Volume 5 (1954-55) were returned to the printer 
ready for publication early in 1958. Delivery of the sdb Year Book 1957-1958 
was delayed until early December by the influenza epidemic which attacked 
almost the entire staff.of the printer. The Proceedings of the International Study 
Conference on Classification for Information Retrieval: held at Beatrice Webb House, 
Dorking, England, 13th-17th May 1957 suffered the same set-back and was not 
ready for distribution until January 1958. A reprint, with minor alterations, of 
The Treatment of Special Material in Libraries was issued in March. 

The difficulties encountered with the subject classification of the new As/ib 
Directory: a guide to sources of information in Great Britain and Ireland were resolved, 
enabling work on all the indexes to the directory to be completed and the 
printers promised delivery of the complete work by March 1958. The new 
monthly issue of Aslib Proceedings: incorporating Aslib Information was well 
received and the demand for this and the other periodical publications, 4s/b 
Book-List and the Journal of Documentation, continued to increase. 

Sales of the Handbook of Special Librarianship and Information Work and of the 
forty other Aslib publications still in print continued steadily. Revenue from 
the sale of advertisement space showed an increase from {620 to £825, this 
was largely the result of the change from quarterly to monthly publication of 
Aslib Proceedings. 


L. INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS 


In the international field, Aslib continued to enjoy fruitful relations with the 
International Federation for Documentation, Unesco, and many foreign 
national organizations concerned with special librarianship and information 
work. On behalf of the International Federation for Documentation, Aslib 
organized a residential international study conference on classification for 
information retrieval, which was regarded as a significant landmark in the study 
of classification. This was held, 13th-17th May, at Beatrice Webb House, near 
Dorking, with the co-operation of the University of London School of 
Librarianship and Archives and of the Classification Research Group. The 
conference was limited to some forty invited experts from France, Germany, 
‘India, Italy, the Netherlands, the United Kingdom, the United States of America, 
and Unesco. The proceedings, together with the conference’s conclusions and 
recommendations, were published by Aslib. | 

Aslib’s other main preoccupation was with preparations for the International 
Conference on Scientific Information to be held in Washington in November 
1958. At Aslib’s suggestion the Royal Society agreed to set up a special com- 
mittee to co-ordinate the submission of papers and participation in the confer- 
ence by British representatives, and Aslib was well represented on the com- 
mittee. It is hoped that, as a result of the committee’s activities, this country 
will play a major part in the conference, which is to be concerned primarily 
with research in the scientific information field and which is seen as a logical 
sequel to the Scientific Information Conference held under the auspices of the 
Royal Society in London in 1948. 
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M. BRANCHES 

For all three branches, the year was one of considerable activity. At the Annual 
General Meeting of the Northern Branch, Mr A.R.Cameron of A.V.Roe & 
Co. Ltd. succeeded, as Chairman, Mr A.H.Raine, the last of the founder 
members of the branch still serving on the committee. The meeting was 
followed by a talk entitled “How a newspaper organizes its sources of informa- 
tion,’ given by Mr James Rowe, Night News Editor of the News Chronicie and 
Daily Dispatch. | 

On 14th April, a conference was held in connection with the centenary 
celebrations of the Brown Library, Liverpool, when two papers were given by 
Dr A.D.Stubbs and Mr F.Crosdale on Soviet scientific work and on the use 
of foreign literature generally. Later in the same month, Dr D.J.Urquhart 
gave a progress report on the new National Lending Library of Science and 
Technology to a joint meeting of the branch and the Manchester College of 
Science and Technology. Ata two-day conference held in October, a presepta- 
tion was made to Mr R.Brightman, first chairman of the branch. The three 
papers read at the conference, on the industrial growth of the Chester area, on 
information in the oil industry, and on some legal aspects of information work 
were all subsequently published in Aslib Proceedings. The conference programme 
also included visits to St. Deiniol’s Residential Library, the De Havilland 
Aircraft Co. Ltd. and Thornton Research Centre. Mr J.L.Ireland spoke at a 
meeting in Burnley on 27th November, on the relationship between the public 
library and the industrial library from the user’s point of view, and Mr P. 
Colehan discussed the development of public technical libraries. A branch 
meeting held at Manchester on 6th December took the form of a discussion, led 
by Mr J.C. Harrison and Mr V.D.Preedland, on current trends in staff training 
for special librarians and information officers. Courses of lectures run under the 
aegis of the branch in Manchester and Liverpool attracted seventy-two students. 

The Midland Branch opened the year with a meeting held on 14th March 
jointly with the Presentation of Technical Information Midland Group. The 
subject was “Technical presentation as it affects the information officer’ and the 
principal speakers were Mr K.Boodson, librarian of the Metals Division of 
1.C.I. Ltd., and Mr P.D.Patterson, a technical writer of the Dunlop Rubber 
Co. Ltd. At a meeting held in Birmingham on 3rd October, Dr J.Horne of 
Birmingham University read a paper on language problems of science, advoca- 
ting, among other things, the adoption by international agreement of one of the 
major languages—preferably English since more scientific literature was pub- 
lished in English than in any other language—as the /ingua franca of science. 
Mr K.W.Humphreys, Librafian of Birmingham University, succeeded Mr 
L.T.Oldaker, Information Officer of Tube Investments Ltd, as Chairman of 
the Branch. 

About forty-four members of the Scottish Branch attended the Annual 
General Meeting and one-day conference held in Glasgow on 8th February, 
under the chairmanship of Dr W.M.Cumming. The main paper of the confer- 
ence was given by Dr D.J.Urquhart on ‘Some planning problems of the 
National Lending Library for Science and Technology.’ A discussion was held 
on Aslib’s proposals to establish a register of information officers, and a talk 
was given by Mr J.Bird on the scope and purpose of the Aslib Library. On 
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7th November a meeting was held in Dundee to visit the Jute Section of the 
Dundee Industrial Museum, and the library and laboratories of the British Jute 
Trade Research Association. After the Branch meeting, a joint meeting, 
sponsored by D.S.LR. and Aslib, was held for non-member industrialists in the 
Dundee area. At this the chair was taken by Mr W.Renn% Stewart, Chairman 
of the Dundee Local Productivity Council. The meeting was attended by some 
forty non-member industrialists and the Director of Aslib described Aslib’s 
services to industry. 


N. GROUPS 


One new group was formed during the year: the independent Furniture 
Libraries Group decided in April to disband and to apply for reconstitution as 
the Aslib Furniture Group. A union list of periodicals was compiled and a 
sub-committee set to work on revision of the relevant sections of the U.D.C. 
The group held a public lecture on 15th April at which Miss Denise Bonnett, 
Editor of Furniture Record, gave a paper entitled “A technical journalist uses a 
library’s facilities”. A visit to Hampton Court took place on 26th September. 

The Aeronautical Group again held its annual conference at the College of 
Aeronautics, Cranfield, 5th-7th April. Members of the Documentation Com- 
mittee of the Advisory Group for Aeronautical Research and Development of 
NATO took part. Work undertaken in agreement with the British Standards 
Institution on the revision of U.D.C.533.6 (aerodynamics) was completed. A 
course on aeronautical documentation was prepared and took place successfully 
in January 1958. A day meeting was held on 6th November at the Royal 
Aircraft Establishment, Farnborough. 

At the Annual General Meeting of zhe Chemical Group held on 27th February, 
Mr R.Staveley, of the University of London School of Librarianship and 
Archives, gave a paper on ‘the reader, the writer and copyright law’ based on 
the new Copyright Act. 

The Economics Group arranged another series of visits to libraries and 
places of interest. 

The Fuel and Power Group paid three visits: to East Greenwich Gas Works 
on 3rd May, an all-day visit on 27th September to the British Coal Utilisation 
Research Association and the Electrical Research Association at Leatherhead, 
and to the (then) Central Electricity Authority headquarters and power station 
at Bankside, $.E.1. Further work was done on the union list of periodicals and 
the bibliography of fuel and power statistical services. 

The main activity of the Textile Group was preparation for a ‘concentrated 
course on information work for selected persannel in textile concerns’, This 
was run 23td-25th September by tne Manchester College of Technology in 
association with the Group and with the support of the Textile Institute. Thirty 
students from many parts of Britain attended the course, the object of which 
was to provide an introduction to information work for persons appointed to 
act as part-time information seekers. 

Members of the Engineering Group enjoyed visits to the Ferranti Computer 
Centre, London, on 23rd January and to London Airport on 13th July. A visit 
to the library of the Institution of Civil Engineers followed the Annual General 
Meeting held at the Treasury and Cabinet Offices on 29th March. Mr J.A. 
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Clarke, of Production Equipment Digest, addressed the group on 7th November 
on “controlled circulation journals’, i.e. journals which cannot be obtained by 
subscription, but only by persons able to convince the publishers that they are 
responsible for ordering goods. Three numbers were issued of the Bulletin of 
the Electrical Transfitors” Section of the Engineering Group, and the Section 
also organized visits to the Birkbeck College Computational Laboratory to see 
work on mechanical translation, and to the Pergamon Institute. 


O. STAFF EMPLOYMENT REGISTER 


A small increase was shown in the number of candidates enrolled on the staff 
register maintained by the membership section. Although the number of 
vacancies notified dropped slightly, the number filled rose from seventy to 
eighty-one, that is thirty-eight per cent of the total. This is a very satisfactory 
level, and it is clear that the register performs a valuable service both to em- 
ployers and to those seeking appointments. The table shows comparative 
figures for 1956 and 1957.

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APPENDIX V 


SOME DESIRABLE RESEARCH PROJECTS 
General Aspects 


a. Surveys of present practices. Before the efficiency of present practices can 
be assessed, it is necessary to ascertain what they are. There have been no 
adequate published surveys of non-public libraries and information depart- 
ments in this country, and recorded information ts largely limited to subjec- 
tive accounts. When research in a subject begins, there is usually a phase of 
examination, description, and classification and, with this in mind, a pilot 
survey of the expenditure and activities of some fifty selected industrial 
libraries and information departments (including those of some trade and 
research associations) was initiated by Aslib in 1956; the collection of data 
has now almost been completed. Such surveys are one of the most useful 
means of ascertaining those problems most urgently in need of investigation. 

b. Costing Studies. Virtually no information is available on costs of present 
procedures. Teams could study possible reductions in cost, in relation to 
efficiency, by operational research methods. Because cost and efficiency 
studies are closely related, some examples of cost studies are given below 
under the appropriate headings. 

c. Manpower Studies. As a result of operational studies, two well-known 
American firms have concluded that, for their purposes, it is desirable for 
one in every five of the scientists on their research staffs to be engaged 
wholly in collecting, evaluating and distributing information leaving the 
other four free for laboratory and field work. The proportion in the United 
Kingdom is certainly much lower, perhaps rightly so. What is needed is a 
yardstick, appropriate to British conditions, to enable firms to plan their 
information services with a view to securing the maximum efficiency from 
the available manpower. An ancillary problem is the extent, if any, to which 
non-technical personnel can be effectively employed in technical information 
work, thus releasing a proportion of technical personnel for laboratory work. 


Procedures of Librarianship 


a. Acquisition of literature. The cost of borrowing material from other 
libraries has special interest since it can determine decisions on whether to 
buy or limit purchases, discard old stock and borrow as required. A related 
problem is the importance of punctuality in meeting demands for material, 
together with the cost and other possible results of delays in meeting them. 
It is also desirable to try to ascertain the relative cost of borrowing and of 
buying and filing photocopies or microfilm qopies of material. 

b. Loan records. Records of material lent to readers vary both in form and 
method of making them. A small-scale comparative study of the cost and 
efficiency of different procedures might yield worthwhile economies. 


Information Retrieval Methods 


In the United States, Holland, and France, in particular, work has concen- 
trated on the design of machines rather than on basic principles. The modest 
nature of progress made indicates that Aslib needs to concentrate on principles. 

a. Classification of information. The problems of classification of informa- 
tion are fundamental and without a solution of them the most elaborate 
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machinery is unlikely to operate efficiently. One promising line of enquiry 
is into the efficiency of various classification schemes under various condi- 
tions, a study which Aslib is about to undertake with financial help from the 
U.S.National Science Foundation. In particular, faceted classification, one 
of the most prdmising new developments of recent years, needs to be 
subjected to efficiency tests; work is especially desirable towards more 
effective notation, and on impartial methods of determining the order of 
facets in class numbers. 

b. Cost and efficiency of indexes. Some organizations prefer to rely on 
published indexes rather than incur the considerable expense of compiling 
their own. Published indexes can rarely be entirely up to date; yet every 
internally compiled index must. contain numerous entries, all made at 
considerable cost in professional and clerical labour, which are never used. 
It would be useful to know under what conditions, if any, it is more 
economical to rely on published indexes, and also the relative efficiency, 
both as to compilation and as to subsequent use, of a central internal 
index as against published indexes for old information supplemented 
by other methods of search for more recent information. 

Central indexes need study particularly in relation to the use of trained 
manpower. The maintenance of an index by a department not remote from 
the central index may mean that the latter is inadequate, and that depart- 
mental technical staff are doing a job for which they are unskilled and which 
skilled indexers could probably do better. Personal indexes reflect personal 
interests and may be more justifiable, though considerable duplication of 
effort on them would appear not to be. It is desirable to ascertain the 
conditions under which central, departmental, and personal indexes can 
make their maximum contribution to efficiency and are economically 
justifiable. A related question is that of the cost and utility of supplying 
entries for departmental and personal indexes from the information unit. 


Provision of answers to inquiries 


Information is lacking on which the effectiveness of inquiry work can be 
evaluated. It is desirable to analyse several series of subject inquiries and their 
results to ascertain the extent to which inquiry work aids research efficiency and 
saves the time of research workers. 


Dissemination of information (not in answer to inquiries) 


One of the most common vehicles for the routine communication of infor- 
mation is the news bulletin, circulated daily, weekly or as frequently as circum- 
stances demand. Bulletins useally contain abstracts of articles from technical 
journals. Whereas very short abstracts may cause staff either to borrow and 
read many documents of no value to them or to miss valuable information, 
longer abstracts are comparatively expensive to make and reproduce. Some 
organizations supplement these general bulletins by a system of personal 
communications, sometimes written, sometimes verbal, to certain specialists. 
This requires the information staff to be in close touch with the thoughts and 
activities of individuals. 

The need is for comparative studies of the cost and effectiveness of the 
techniques employed. 
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: THE WORK OF ASLIB 


Effects of various factors on use of information 


Such data are mainly of value in planning the development of an information 
unit. 

a. Effect of the kind of organization. Data are needed on the correlations 
between use of information per person and 

i. the size of the organization 

ii, the subject of its work 

iti. the class of user (by status, education, and profession) 

iv. the constitution of the controlling body (proportion of scientists, 

accountants, etc.). 

b. Effect of language, and methods of increasing the use made of foreign material. The 
survey undertaken by Aslib and mentioned earlier shows that many indus- 
trial firms are neglecting information in foreign languages. Research on 
methods of overcoming the language barrier at organizational level is 

+ urgent. It should compare, for example, the efficiencies of: 
i. abstracting of all relevant foreign literature in major languages by 
translator abstractors, and inclusion of these abstracts in a bulletin, and 

ii, notification of titles of foreign articles, with facilities available for oral 

translation (complete or selective) to the person interested, who 
makes notes. 

Note should also be taken of the alternative possibility of enabling staff 
to learn foreign languages in working time, as is done in some firms. 


Bibliographical control by published periodicals 


a. Efficiency of abstracting services in English. English language abstracting 
services should be compared with those in other languages, say German and 
Russian. Comparison with the Soviet system, based on a centralized 
institute of scientific information, is of special interest. 

b. Efficiency of indexes. Some work within D.S.LR. some years ago 
(‘Unanswered Questions’, October 1951) suggests that the subject indexes 
of the major abstracting journals are inadequate. Their efficiency might be 
investigated by complete subject analysis of a random sample of papers 
abstracted, followed by search in the subject indexes under all the subjects 
discovered, and under all synonyms, with analysis of successes and failures.
